Plimpton  Visit  Highlights  Week’s  Activities 


The  Activities  Commission  is 
proud  to  announce  the  ap¬ 
pearance  of  George  Plimpton  in 
Cumnock  Hall  this  Wednesday 
night  at  8  PM  free  of  charge  to 
ULowell  students. 

George  Plimpton  is  fully  qualified 
to  dispel  the  illusions  about  the 
easy  road  to  professionalism.  In 
humility  rather  than  arrogance,  he 
has  let  himself  be  outmatched  in  a 
senes  of  extraordinary  competi¬ 
tions,  in  which  he  fulfills  the  univer¬ 
sal  fantasy  of  challenging  the 
champions. 

His  first  best-seller  Paper  Lion,  is 
ar.  account  of  his  true  experiences 
as  a  rookie  on  the  Detroit  Lions 
football  team.  One  reviewer  called 
it  “possibly  the  most  arresting  and 
delightful  narrative  in  all  sports 
literature  in  which  he  captures 
the  sights  and  sounds  of  pro  foot¬ 
ball  with  uncommon  fidelity.”  In 
his  next  best-seller.  Out  Of  My 
League,  Plimpton  recounted  his 
exhausting  experience  pitching  be 
fore  a  postseason  exhibition  game 
at  Yankee  Stadium  between 
American  and  National  League 
stars.  Ernest  Hemingway  called  the 
book  “beautifully  observed  and  in¬ 
credibly  conceived  with  the  chilling 
quality  of  a  true  nightmare.” 

From  there  Plimpton  went  on  to 
tennis  where  he  was  whipped  off 
the  courts  by  Pancho  Gonzalez  In 
pro  golf  he  was  out-bogeyed  with  a 
handicap  of  18.  He  has  also  been 
royally  knocked  out  by  light  weight 


champ  Archie  Moore  and  out-  the  Baja  Penninsula  and  returned 
trumped  at  bridge  by  Oswald  to  hook  up  with  the  Flying  Wallen- 
Jacoby.  He  nearly  killed  himself  das  in  a  truly  death-defying  high 
driving  a  sports  car  in  a  race  down  wire  act. 


“If  George  ever  concentrated  on 
one  thing,  God  knows  what  he 
could  do,”  the  editor  of  Sports  Il¬ 
lustrated  once  remarked.  But  be¬ 
ing  the  avowed  amateur  that  he  is, 
George  Plimpton  kept  moving  on 
to  conquer  and  be  conquered  by 
still  more  professional  ambitions. 
With  the  same  curiosity  and 
respect  for  accomplishment  that 
he  felt  in  the  world  of  sports, 
Plimpton  moved  into  the  arts  by 
signing  on  as  a  percussionist  with 
the  New  York  Philharmonic. 
NBC-TV  was  on  hand  for  this  one 
with  a  taped  extravaganza,  The 
Secret  Musical  Life  of  George 
Plimpton.  Of  the  project,  Leonard 
Bernstein  said,  “He  did  very  well 
for  an  amateur,  but  then. .  that’s 
his  profession,  isn’t  it.” 

During  1970-71,  George  Plimpton 
wrote  and  starred  in  several  other 
TV  specials  including  stints  as  a 
stand  up  comic  at  Caesar’s  Palace, 
a  last  string  quarterback  for  the 
Baltimore  Colts,  and  a  cowboy  in  a 
John  Wayne  movie,  and  an  aerial- 
ist  in  the  Clyde  Beatty  Cole 
Brother’s  Circus. 

A  native  of  New  York  City, 
George  Plimpton  graduated  Har¬ 
vard  University  and  King’s  Col¬ 
lege,  Cambridge  University,  in 
1953,  in  Paris,  he  founded  The 
Paris  Review,  a  literary  quarterly 
which  has  celebrated  over  two 
decades  of  critical  acclaim  under 
Plimpton’s  editorship.  He  has 
recently  edited  the  four  volumes  of 


interviews  with  famous  literary 
figures  entitled  Writers  At  Work 
that  first  appeared  in  the  magazine. 
He  is  also  the  director  of  the 
American  Literary  Anthology, 
now  in  its  fourth  volume.  He  has 
taught  at  Barnard,  been  an  asso¬ 
ciate  editor  of  Horizon  Magazine, 
a  special  contributor  to  Sports  Il¬ 
lustrated  and  an  associate  editor 
of  Harper’s  Magazine.

There  will  be  thirty  new  faculty  members 
and  approximately  twenty-five  new  security  and 
maintenance  personnel  this  semester.

The  Board  of  Trustees  has  approved  payment  for 
the  intracampus  bus  service.  Bus  schedules  will  be 
available  at  the  information  booths  throughout 
this  week. 

Dr.  Duff  also  indicated  that  the  libraries  on  both 
campuses  may  be  making  significant  additions  to 
their  collections.  Lighting  will  be  installed  in  the 
Riverside  parking  lot  on  North  Campus  and  by  the 
start  of  classes  the  perennial  question  of  paving  the 
parking  lots  will  have  been  answered. 

Leo  King,  Dean  of  Students,  believes  the  in¬ 
troduction  of  the  incoming  freshmen  and  transfer 
students  will  be  completed  with  a  minimum  of  con¬ 
fusion.  The  total  enrollment  of  students  for  the  fall 
semester  is  approaching  6800  according  to  King. 
Of  this  number,  2187  will  be  arriving  on  campus 
for  the  first  time.
